Mr Mayor, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


We present the Annual Report for the year 1965, 
the main items of which are summarised below:- 


Population. 
~ The estimated population continues to show an 
increass, the 9,000 mark has been passed for the first time. 


This represents a 20% increase since 197. 


Births. 

The number of live births was the same as for the 
preceding year, and represents a satisfactory birth-rate. 

TMaere was a decrease in tne number of still-births, 
giving a very favourable still-birth rate, 

There was a substantial increase in the number of 
Illegitimate births, the figure being the highest record €d 
since 1918. This is a general trend in all parts of the Nation. 
Illegitimacy causes serious individual & community problems, 
and present an educational & social problem which will not be 
solved without much re-thinking and a fresh approach to the 
whole sex problem. 


The general death-rate was a little higher than the 
preceding year, but still compares favourebly with the National 
death-rate. Once again degenerative vascular conditions of the 
Heart & Brain (i.e. Coronary & Cerebral Thrombosis, etc) is the 
cause of the large majority of deaths. 

The number of deaths attributed to Cancer was 
considerably above the average for the Borough, resulting in a 
rather high Cancer death~rate for ths year. There was no 
indication, however, of an increase in, or preponderance of 
Cancer of the lungs and the respiratory system. 

The number of Infant deaths was ayrerage, giving an 
Infant mortality rate comparing favourably with the National 
rate. 

The number of Accidental deaths was below average, 
and there were no deaths attributable to Tuberculosis. 


Infectious Diseascs. 

The inciaence of Infectious Diseases was low during 
the year. Only a moderate number of measles, and two cases of 
Tuberculosis were notified. 

In the Combined Western Area over 9,000 persons, 
mostly children, were immunised against infectious disease. 

In the Borough 1,402 persons attended the Mass 
Radiography Unit. 
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Housing. t 

The demand for Council housing remains high. Another 
400 housing units are urgently required. Housing of the elderly 
is a problem which is increasing cazh year. 


Sewage Disposal. 


The new town drainage scheme is proceeding, and when 
completed should contribute greatly to the improvement of hygiene 
and amenity in the Borough. 


Public Conveniences 

The time has arrived for the Council to consider new 
public conveniences to suit the present day requirement. The 
Ministry of Health is reguesting modern conveniences to have 
hand washing facilities,and no doubt, in time, will insist on 
these. Unattended conveniences are open to mis-use, and this is 
another aspect which needs investigating. 


Refuse Collection & Street~cleaning. 


This service tends to be the cinderella of the Council. 
It is an important and-essential service and requires to be 
treated as such, 


Mortuary 

The Borough is served by a mortuary, which although 
wpMoved. Wilt never be really suitable for its purpose, The 
Council might consider the building of a new Mortuary, possibly 
in conjunction with the Haverfordwest R.D.CG. (this has been done 
in Fishguard). 
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Heo tserouen. Thas as rerlected in the Low incidence of fcod~ 
Poisoning. However, it will be some time before all food premises 
meet fully the requirements of the regulations. 


sHops & Offices. 

Meny of these premises fall short of the minimum 
reguirement for health and amenable working conditions. Continuous 
pressure must be brought to bear upon persons & bodies responsible.

Offices, Shops and Railway Premises Act 1963. 

During the year a detailed inspection was canried out 
Sse ebne oLiLees in the Borough for which we are responsible, 
this inspection included the making of "line drawings" to scale 
Guy o1ttecs of which there were no depesited plans, there were 
h3 of these premises. 10 is hoped, with the limited staff 
available to carry out a similar detail of all shop premises in 
ciesboroueh, There were 24 offices in which there were major 
complaints. These complaints referred to any property which 
required any work of structural nature. All banks, Insurance an 
Assurance offices of any status complied in detail with the 
pegquirements of the Act, instructions had been given from their 
head offices. 


There were many of the smaller type premises, which 
included law offices, which did not comply with the minor matters, 
such as thermometres and abstracts, die, we were informed in 
many instances to the lack of publicity of the requirements of the 
Act. These conditions have improved in many instances. 


Lighting details of all offices were taken during the 


year of both natural and electric readings in anticipation of a 
scale being brought out in the future. 
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
